"Last Kose of Summor" instead ot Al'me Johann-se- u.

S he did not sing it well! it doos not salt hor.
Mr. JUimmqr sang next a most beaatilui "Ave
alarla." It was peculiarly suited to him. His voice
and style are lull o. poetry, and he tang this "Ave"
as a prayer from nis very heart. lie seemed
inspired. Uis is a talent that hat never been
loand out or uiidoistood, because, like all great talent,
it is modest and nnassumiug, too modest to ooms
prominently out nnsouuht. It eau oniy be under-
stood or sought for by kindred natares.

en tne staee. cat natters tne anuienoa dv aeting at
them always, and never losing consoioasne&s ot ttisir
presence, and that he smiles at tha ladies; while
IJju.sr.nr, lroin the moment he begins, yields to the
lova ot bis art, becomes inspired, and unoonscioas ot
all arooad him, gives vont to all tho
intense passion and poctlo enthusiasm within him,
and which enthral him.
